We  announce  with  pride  our  dis¬ 
covery  of  a  new  overdate  Indian 
cent  -  1888/7.  As  you  can  see 
from  the  illustration  of  the 
discovery  piece,  the  tail  of  the 
7  protrudes  below  the  left  side 
of  the  8.  The  upper  left  part  of 
the  7  appears  by  the  upper  left 
curve  of  the  8.  Extensive  lab¬ 
oratory  and  photographic  testing 
confirmed  our  discovery.  Two 
specimens,  both  uncirculated,  were 
unearthed  from  an  old  hoard  of 
Indian  cents.  So  far  these  two 
1888/7  cents  are  the  only  ones 
known.  We  would  be  interested  in 
hearing  if  anyone  else  finds  one. 
Both  pieces  we  have  show  a  pro¬ 
nounced  die  break  or  "cud"  on  the 
left  obverse  above  "United," 
probably  accounting  for  the  rar¬ 
ity  of  the  1888/7  cent.
